I see curious things happening around 
me these days. Fashion decrees that skirts 
will go long again and we are all “up 
tight” about it. The gals say they won’t 
follow this edict and a lot of us men are 
hoping they are right. X am reminded that 
not too long ago I was one of those who 
felt that miniskirts were a prelude to 
social disaster. 

Our present day youth are challenging 
a lot of the sacred traditions which every- 
one has claimed are essential for their 
pattern for their lives and also guide them 
proper development in becoming good citi- 
zens and future leaders of this country. 
A recent article in a Sunday paper gave 
the results of a survey taken in industry. 
Boys seeking jobs with long hair to their 
shoulders would be passed over 60% of the 
time in preference to boys with short hair. 
Two years ago this would have read 100%. 
Girls wearing miniskirts when -applying for 
a job would lose out 48% of the time to 
girls with more modest length skirts and 
girls wearing these new see through 
blouses would not be hired at ail. Must 
high schools have discontinued any type 
of dress code other than wearing some 
type of shoes and students may be ob- 
served wearing all sorts of strange com- 
binations to school. So far this seems to 
be working even though they are a strange 
looking lot in my thinking. 

All of this brings me around to the 
students at this school and our unique 
social situation. To what degrees do we 
hold the line on dress codes and social 
behavior. We have almost 500 pupils in 
residence ranging in ages from 5% to 20. 
We have one set of rules or set of social 


mores which governs this campus, while 
off campus all such rules do not really 
apply or only do so as far as the parents 
enforce them. In addition to our resident 
population we have almost 100 day pupils 
and they relate more to what is acceptable 
in town than what we require here on 
campus. This is a very perplexing prob- 
lem to administer and confusing to the 
pupils. More and more older pupils are 
asking why they can’t have longer hair, 
wear jeans to school, or enjoy the free- 
doms the public high school students seem 
to have. We have answers to many of 
these requests which we feel are right 
and are defensible in terms of our own 
values. However, times change and so do 
our values and that brings us right back 
to whether many of these rules or values 
are as important as we would like everyone 
to believe. 

I think we have a good group of pupils 
at this school and I attribute this to strict 
rules we have governing their behavior. 
Too much freedom is a bad thing, especially 
when the pupils who want it are not ready 
to accept the responsibility which it re- 
quires. Kids like rules even though they 
complain about them because rules set a 
in making correct decisions. It is our inten- 
tion to maintain codes of behavior and 
dress which satisfy our set of values as 
well as those of a maority of the pupils 
attending this school. Our values are 
changing and so are those of the pupils. Be- 
ween us we hope to maintain an acceptable 
standing art students, won an Honorable 
code for all.

From a regular public school, where she 
had received little or no education, Vir- 
ginia “Ginger” Powers nee Wauson enrolled 
at CSDR in the fall of 1953. “Ginger”, then 
twelve years old, was particularly over- 
joyed about one of the school's facilities, 
the swimming pool. Swimming being her 
favorite sport, she thought of this school 
as the “California Swimming Pool for the 
Deaf.” 

The first deaf friend Virginia made at 
this school was Ann Wallis who later gra- 
duated from CSDR and Gallaudet and is 
now a teacher at the Texas School for the 
Deaf. Virginia was thrilled about meeting 
other girls with the same handicap as she 
and to her amazement she discovered there 
was an easy method of communicating 
with her hands. This was an enlightening 
experience and using the simultaneous 
method, she rapidly gained educational 
skills. 

Ginger appreciated the simultaneous 
method’s being used in classrooms. Al- 
though she is a strong advocate of this 
type of communication, she feels that 
speechreading and speech are important 
when one leaves school and has contact 
with hearing people. 

Virginia is married to Bob Powers, a 
CSDR graduate of 1957, and they have 
four hearing children. Ginger has been 
kept busy raising them in addition to 
working for a high school diploma at Long 
Beach City College. It was not easy as 
she was the only deaf student there, but 
she made it! 

Going to college was her dream and it 
has been realized at S'an Fernando Valley 
State College, where she is currently 
enrolled. 

As an extra activity Virginia teaches 
Sunday school at the deaf branch of the 
Mormon Church in Los Angeles and she 
has received high praise by her fellow 
church-goers for being one of the best 
teachers. Serving deaf people is one of her 
most rewarding experiences. 

She is still striving to become a teacher 
by attending college. Whatever she may 
do, we know that Virginia will always 
endeavor to do more and to do it better.

The 1969-70 Sports Season

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High Voltage! 

Because of my hobby and interest in 
electronics, I built a 10,000 volt Tesla coil 
and one of 70,000 volts by following the 
directions in an electronics magazine. A 
Tesla coil produces lightning-like electrical 
discharges. It is quite harmless when a 
person contacts the high voltage terminal 
because voltage has very low current 
which is not enough to flow through a 
a person. 

My 70,000 volt Tesla coil has a high volt- 
age transformer which charges a glass plate 
capacitor. When the capacitor becomes 
full, the voltage has increased. It then 
flows to the spark gap where one electrode 
is connected to the primary winding of a 
high voltage coil. This gives a five inch 
lightning-like spark. A fluorescent or neon 
tube will glow when placed close to the 
spark or TV and radio sets can be 
interrupted by it. A metal vane will spin at 
the high voltage terminal to demonstrate 
ion propulsion.
